definition of on-time duty pertaining to the time spent by the driver resting in or other- 
wise occupying a commercial vehicle (except for the time resting in a sleeper berth); 
clarifying that time spent travelling as a passenger in a commercial vehicle is off-duty 
where the passenger takes 8 consecutive hours of off-duty time immediately on arrival 
at the destination; allowing a Director or inspector to place a driver out of service for 8 
hours for failure to produce a daily logbook for inspection; and eliminating the seizure 
provisions and adding powers to request logbooks and supporting documentation on 
request. (November 15, 1994) 


Motor Vehicle Safety Regulations (Schedule No. 261), amendments to provide for the 
use of four new types of glass-plastic glazings recognized for their injury-reduction 
characteristics. The regulations now also permit the use of the new glass-plastic glaz- 
ing materials in areas other than windshields and the use of item 14 glass-plastic glaz- 
ing for side and rear windows in convertibles.
